IT .—Thirty-one 
miners were killed by an 
explosion of 
gas in the coal 
mine at Hill farm, 
owned by the Dunbar Furnace com­ 
pany and located one mile wost of this 
place. 
The bodies of two of the un­ 
fortunates were taken out. 
The others 
are still entombed in the mine, where 
a fierce fire is raging. 
T here is little 
doubt th a t all are dead. 
Desperate 
efforts are in progress to clear the way 
to recover the bodies, but so far without 
avail. 
Fifty-seven minors were at work about 
5,000 feet from the mouth of tile slope 
when the explosion occurred. 
Near 
the point at which the heading started 
an air-hole had been drilled recently, 
and gas and water had accumulated in 
it. 
Patrick Kerwin, a miner, penetrated 
this /ilr-hole. six inches in diameter, 
w ith His pick, 
whereupon a 
strong 
stream of water gushed out. 
Korvvin, 
alarmed, 
sounded the danger signal. 
His assistant, Patrick Hayes, started for 
the main entrance, 
and 
had scarcely 
moved when tho foul gas was ignited 
from his lamp. 
The explosion that fol­ 
lowed was terrific. 
W hat little air there 
was in the place drifted to tho heading 
to 
the right of the mian entrance. 
Tho fire followed swiftly, 
and 
beforo 
the thirty-one men could bo alarmed all 
hope of escape was shut off by tho 
Haines. 
Tho twenty-six men employed 
in the left heading wero notified of 
their danger in time to save their lives, 
although their escape was thrilling and 
was accompanied by tile wildest confus­ 
ion. 
At a point near where the ex­ 
plosion occurred the bodies of Daniel 
Sheridan, fire boss, and David Hayes 
were found. 
They had ovidently a t­ 
tempted to escape through Hie flames. 
Tile explosion was one of Hie most 
disastrous and deadly in tim history of 
the coke region. 
In the Lelsenring dis­ 
aster in 1883 twenty-tnreo moi) lost 
their lives. 
At Col. J. M Reed’s works 
in this place two years earlier five men 
were killed. 
At the Youngstown works 
a 
year 
later 
fourteen lives 
were 
lost. 
This 
latest 
calamity 
has 
un­ 
nerved 
the 
community 
and 
the 
Inhabitants are wild with excitement. 
Thousands of people gathered at the 
mouth of the mines. 
Among them were 
the parents, wives, children and sweet­ 
hearts of the unfortunates, and a strong 
guard of police was necessary to prevent 
many of them, 
mad 
with anguish, 
from 
rushing into tile 
deadly hole.

W a s h in g t o n , Ju n e 15. —My Dear Sir: 
I have your favor of the li t h iqst.

are in error in supposing th a t I ara op­ 
posed to sugar being admitted free of 
duty. 
My objection Is not to free sugar, 
but to the proposed method of making 
it free. 
If in the pending tariff bill su­ 
gar Is placed upon the free list we give to 
certain countries a free m arket for 89**,- 
000,<)00 of their products while they are 
not asl.qj to open their mar Huts to the 
free admission of a single dollar of 
American products. 
We ought to have 
In exchange for free sugar from certain 
countries a free m arket for breadstuffs 
and provisions, besides fabrics from all 
parts 
of 
our 
country 
In 
athort 
we ought to secure, in return f**r free 
sugar, a m arket for 860,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 or $70,- 
000,000 worth of our own products. 
It 
will not require reciprocity treaties to 
secure this great boon. 
The tariff bill 
can contain all the necessary conditions. 
The legislative power is able 
40 secure 
the desired end. W ithin the last twenty 
years we have given the countries south 
of us free admission for nearly $60,000,000 
w orth of their products without receiv­ 
ing a penny’s advantage in exchange 
lf

AGAINST FREE COINAGE. 


S E N A T O R 
A LLIS O N 
ON 
T H E 
SILVER 
BILL. 


W ashington, Ju n e IT.—A vote on the 
silver bill in the Senate has not yet 
been 
reached. 
Senator 
Allison, in 
speaking on the bill said he should vote 
for the House bill as amended 
bf the 
Senate finance committee, as he con­ 
sidered It the wisest and best solution of 
the question. 
By the payment of the 
public debt the National bank circula­ 
tion was gradually decreasing. The ques­ 
tion to be considered was what currency 
could 
be 
safely substituted 
for the 
National bank circulation. 
The judg­ 
ment of the finance committee was (and 
he thought it would 
be 
the 
judg­ 
m ent of the Senate) th at if the Gov­ 
ernm ent issued paper money It should 
issue it on something th at was in and or 
itself 
convertible 
into 
legal-tender 
monoy. 
Therefore the bill proceeded on 
the idea that w hatever paper money 
should be issued should be issued on sil­ 
ver bullion purchased by the govern­ 
ment at the m arket price. 
Why, 
he 
asked, had silver bullion been selected 
as the 
basis for 
that 
new paper 
money? 
It 
was because the 
public 
mind rested in the belief that, sooner 
or later, silver bullion would be coined 
and would become 
a part of 
the metal­ 
lic currency. 
It was on th a t basis 
that he would vote for the bill. 
It was 
on that basis that he was willing that 
coinage of silver dollars as now provided 
for should cease. 
It was true that the bill pending pro­ 
vided th at the bullion in tile T reasury 
should be coined for the redemption of 
tho Treasury notes. 
W hatever m ight 
be the opinion of other Senators in 
th a t respect lie did not labor under the 
delusion that in the near future, under 
the provisions of the House bill or of 
the 
Senate 
bill, 
any 
additional 
silver 
dollars 
would 
be 
issued. 
T here 
wero 
now 
more 
than 
200,- 
000,000 
of 
coined 
dollars 
in 
the 
treasury against which silver certificates 
had been issued: so th at although those 
dollars had belonged to the holders of 
tho certificates, the certificates were 
payable for public dues, anil when they 
were received into Hie treasury they be­ 
longed to the government of the United 
States: so th a t the government would 
always have a working balance sufficient 
to redeem those treasury notes. 
He be­ 
lieved th at the only safe way to rehabil­ 
itate silver was to secure a concurrent 
agreem ent among the nations whereby 
they would open their mints at an 
agreed 
rate. 
So 
believing 
he 
was 
willing 
to 
go 
on 
as 
they 
were going on now (tentatively, as it 
were), with a provision for the use of 
silver, pending negotiations that ought 
to be had for the restoration of silver on 
some agreed rate by the nations of the 
world. 
In supporting the bill, he sup­ 
ported it on the basic idea th at the gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States would use 
its power (whatever it has) in endeavor­ 
ing to secure an agreement whereby all 
the 
commercial nations of the world 
would use silver as gold was now used, 
at a ratio to bo agreed upon. 
He re­ 
garded the pending measure, and the 
unanimity with which it was supported, 
as a complete justification of the legisla­ 
tion of IS78, which contemplated a min­ 
imum monthly coinage of 2,000,000 sil­ 
ver dollars and a maximum of 4,000,000. 
He was for the full and complete re­ 
storation of silver as one of the coin 
metals of the world, and was willing to 
do whatever he could do to promote 
that most desirable object. 
He could 
not vote for the free coinage of silver 
at this time, or at any time in the near 
future. 
He could not do so until every 
effort to secure the use of silver by tho 
commercial nations of the world was 
exhausted.

The Senate W ill Not Be Ready to Quit B e­ 
fore Septem ber. 


W a s h in g t o n , Juno 
J7.—The sleepy 
Senators have about concluded that 
Congress needn’t adjourn till September 
and are arranging for vacations to the 
seashore and elsewhere on that theory. 
There Is a Republican majority of eight 
in the Senate, but this majority can’t 
make up its mind whether or not a Fed­ 
eral election law' shall be passed. 
The 
silver bill has now been under discus­ 
sion nearly six weeks. 
The tariff bill 
may get before the Senate by July I, 
aud it will be no trick at all to take six 
weeks in talking on that measure. They 
could just as well take six months lf 
they felt like it, for tho Senate has no 
means of shutting off debate. 
The opin­ 
ions of the Senators who are arranging 
for vacations of two or three weeks as 
soon as the tariff bill comes up seem to 
be that no rule will be adopted to pre­ 
vent this sort of delay. 
They don’t 
even look for a report from the commit­ 
tee on rules, which has before it Sena­ 
tor Chandler’s resolution for a reform in 
Senate procedure. 


SILVER BILL DISCUSSION. 


It Is B elieved th at a C om prom ise M eas­ 
ure W ill Finally B e A dopted. 
W a s h i n g t o n , Ju n e 17.—Tho exten­ 
sion of the debate on the silver hill in 
the Senate will cause a delay in reach­ 
ing the final vote until the middle of 
the week. 
The latest expressed opin­ 
ion by many Senators is th at the Senate 
will pass the free-coinage bill, not with 
th e expectation th a t the House will 
concur, but for the reason th a t it will 
give the Senate conferrees, 
when tile 
bill goes into 
conference, a 
better 
chance for securing a compromise meas­ 
ure acceptable to the majority. 
The prevailing opinion now is that 
the measure wdiich will finally be adopt­ 
ed will 
provide for tho purchase of 
4 ,500,000 ounces of silver bullion per 
month, the certificates issued thereon 
to be full legal tender, redeemable 
in 
legal money. 
It is not believed the Sen­ 
ate will under any circumstances con­ 
sent to any bill providing for bullion 
redemption.

Talm&ge’s Sunday serm on was on the 
parable of the Prodigal Son, his text 
being found in Luke xx., 15: 
“ W hen 
he was yet a great way off, his father 
saw him, and had compassion, a n i 
ran, and fell on his neck, and kissed 
him .” 
The speaker said: 
» 
One of the deepest wells 
th at in ­ 
spiration ever opened is this well of a 
parable we can never exhaust. 
T he 
parable, I suppose, was founded on 
facts. 
I have described to you the 
going away of this prodigal son from 
his father’s house, and I have shown 
you what a hard tim e he had down 
in the wilderness, and 
w hat a very 
great m istake it was for him to leave 
so beautiful a home for such a m iser­ 
able desert. 
But he d.d not always 
stay in the wilderness: he came hack 
after a while. 
We do not 
read th at 
his m other came to greet him. 
I sup­ 
pose she was dead. 
She would have 
been the first to co ne out. The father 
would have given the second 
kiss to 
the returning prodigal; the m other the 
first. 
It may have been for the lack 
of her exam ple and prayers th at he 
became a prodigal. 
Sometimes the 
father does not know how to m anage 
the children of the household. 
The 
chief work comes upon the m other. 
Indeed, no one ever gets over the 
calam ity of losing a m otlier in early 
life. 
Still this young man was not 
ungreeted when he came back. 
As the people see this prodigal com­ 
ing homeward they wonder who he is. 
They say: 
“ I wonder what prison he 
has broken out of. 
I 
wonder what 
lazaretto he has escaped from. 
I won­ 
der with w hat plague 
he will sm ite 
the 
a ir.” 
A lthough 
these 
peo­ 
ple may have been well acquainted 
with the family yet they do not im­ 
agine th a t this is the very young man 
who went eff only a little while ago 
w ith quick step, and ruddy cheek, and 
beautiful apparel. 
The young man. 
I think, walks very fast. 
He looks as 
though he were intent upon som ething 
very im portant 
Tho people stop. 
They look at him. 
They wonder 
where he cam e from. 
They wonder 
where he is going to. 
You have heard of a son who went 
off to sea and never returned. 
All til© 
people in the neighborhood thought 
the son would not return, but the pa­ 
rents came to no such conclusion. 
They would go by the hour, and day. 
and sit upon tho beach, looking off 
upon the water, expecting to see the 
sail th a t would bring home the long- 
absent boy. 
And so I think this 
father of my text sat under the vine 
looking out toward the road on which 
his son had departed; but the father 
has changed very much since we saw 
him last. 
His hair has become white, 
his cheeks are furrowed, his h eart is 
broken. 
He sits and watches, looking 
out on the road, and one day he be­ 
holds a foot traveler. 
As soon as he 
gets a fair glance at him he knows It is 
his 
recreant 
son. 
He 
forgets the 
crutch, and the cane, and the stiffness 
of the joints, and hounds away. 
I 
think tho people all around 
wore 
amazed. They said: “ It is only a foot­ 
pad. 
It is only some old tram p of tho 
road. 
Don’t go out to m eet him .” 
The father knew better. 
He knew 
him. 
He puts out his w ithered arm s 
toward him; he brings his wrinkled 
face against tile palo cheek of his son; 
he kisses the wan lips; he thanks God 
th at the long agony Is over. 
“ W hen 
ho was yet a groat way off, his father 
saw 
him, and 
had compassion, and 
ran, and fell 
on his neck and kissed 
him .” 
Oh, do yon not recognize th at F ath­ 
er? 
W ho was it? 
It was God! 
I 
have no sym pathy with th at cast-iron 
theology 
which 
represents God as 
hard, severe and vindictive. 
God is a 
F ather—kind, loving, lenient, gentle, 
long-suffering, patient, and He Hies to 
our im m ortal rescue. 
Oh, th a t we 
m ight realize it! 
Oh, th at our souls 
m ight go out toward our F ather—th at 
our hearts m ight bo w ritten all over 
with the evidences of His loving kind­ 
ness, and th at we m ight never again 
forsake Him. 
In the first place I notice in the text 
the father’s eyesight; in the second 
place, I notice the father’s haste; and 
in the third place I notice the father’s 
kiss. 
To begin: 
the father’s eyesight. 
“W hen he was a great 
way off his 
father saw him .” 
You have noticed 
how old people sometimes put a book 
off on the other side of the light. 
They can see at a distance a great deal 
easier than they can close by, 
I do 
not know w hether 
his father could 
see well that which was near by, but I 
do know he could see a great way off- 
The text pictures our condition—we 
are a g re a t way off. 
T hat young man 
was not farther off from his father’s 
house, sin is not further off from holi­ 
ness, hcli is not farth er off from heav­ 
en, than we liavo been by our sins 
away from our God. 
I do not know 
w hat had habits you may have formed 
or in w hat evil places you have been, 
or w hat false notions you may have 
entertained; hut you are ready to 
acknowledge if your h eart has not 
changed by the grace of God, th at you 
are a great way off—aye, so far th at 
you cannot get back yourselves. 
You 
would like to come back. 
Aye, this 
moment you would sta rt if it were not 
for this sin, and th at habit, and this 
disadvantage. 
Bot I am to tell you of the F ather’s 
eyesight. 
‘ He saw him a great way 
off.” 
He has seen all your frailties, 
all your struggles, all your disadvan­ 
tages. 
He ha*- Veen longing for your 
coming. 
Seeing you a great way off 
He would fly to the rescue. 
How long 
does it take a father to leap into the 
m iddle of tho highw ay if his child he 
there, and a swift vehicle is coming 
and may destroy him? 
Five hundred 
times longer than it takes our heaven­ 
ly Father to spring to the deliverance 
of a lost child. 
“ W hen he was a 
great way off his father saw him.” 
And this brings me to notice the 
father’s haste. 
The Bible says he ran. 
T'he Bible for the most p art speaks of 
(•od as walking. 
“ In the fourth 
watch of the night.” it says: 
“Jesus 
came unto them w alkiag on the sea.” 
•lie walked upon the 
wings of tho 
wind.” 
Our first parents heard the 
voice of the Lord, 
walking in the 
garden in the cool of the day; but 
w hen a sinner starts for God the Father 
runs to meet him. 
Oh! if a man ever wants help it is 
w hen he tries to become a C hrhtian. 
Tho world says to him: 
“ B.clc with 
you. 
Have more spirit. 
Don’t he 
ham pered with religion. Tim e enough 
vet. 
W ait until you get sick. 
W ait 
. until you get old,” SfiUuL pay?: 
‘‘Bfitok 


wifh you. you are so had taal God wifi 
have nothing to do 
with y o u ,” 
or, 
“ You are good enough, a n d need no 
redeem er.” 
Ten thousand voices say:
